On the steamer Mexico, which arrived 
from Alaska last night, Lieutenant li. J. 
Gluvo returned after hia hazardous expe- 
dition into the upper country o.f thatregion. 
Mr. Glavo is a young but well known Eng- 
lishman, who, it, will lie retneinhorcd. was 
the artist of H. M. Stanley's expedition into 
Central Africa. Last year he uocompanieil 
Frank Leslie's expedition, commanded by 
Mr. Wells, into the Yukon country, and 
met with a good tinny interesting experi- 
ences, which were reported in detail in the 
Colonist on the return of that expedition 
last November. Mr. Olave's special work 
was the locating and reporting on the 
sources of the Alsak River, which geological 
iiuu3tion lias been in dispute for a number of 
yeas.

CABLEGRAMS CONDENSED. 



The Gzav's Life Threatened While 
Travelling in Europe— A Minister 
Kigrlits an Editor- 



Britain Insists on the Punishment of 
Chinese Offenders— Hook-Swiug- 
ing in India. 



A dispatch suya a duel was fought, on 
Friday , between Admiral l>e Broiigur, 
Spanish minister of marine, and the editor 
of a Madrid uewspaper. Four pistol shots 
were exchanged, neither man being injured. 
The matter was then arranged by the inter- 
ference of the seconds. After the duel, 
Admiral Dc Brom»er resigned tho nvartue 
portfolio. 

The Czar, it is said, altered his route in 
travelling to Livadia, because of having 
received warning frum the police of a plot 
against his lile. 

A fearful accident is teportod on the 
Mtnhe & Uuuro railway, in Spain. Two 
passenger truius came into collision with 
tiemendous force at l'anialions, and a num- 
ber of carriages were smashed to fragments. 
Many persons were killed and a great mini 
bet injured. 

St. James palace has been refitted, as the 
residence ol tlie Duke of Clarence and Avon- 
dale, at the expense til lliu Treasury. The 
cost greatly exceeds the estimate. 

The Briti.-li Foreign Office awaits a reply 
from l'ekin to the ultimatum den.uuiling 
the adoption of measures to punish I he- 
leaders in the recent outrages. Sir John 
Walsman, l.ritisb Minister to China, hus 
been din ct< d to give tlie Chinese ( lovern- 
ment until the cod of tho month to reply, 
v hen, failing satisfaction, the combined 
foieign fleet will seize .Shanghai and other 
treaty ports on the Yang-tse-Kiung, and 
the powers will take control ol the customs 
of the ports until the matter in dispute is 
arranged. The British admiral now at 
Nagasaki, two days steaming d. stance from 
Shanghai, has beeu warned to hold his 
squadron in readiness. 

The news from Paris that the council of 
ministers hail decided to abolish the differ- 
ential duties now levied in France against 
Italian products, lias given the greatest 
satisfaction tu the people of Italy. 

The Italian wine crop of 1891 is now 
about completed. Reports fiom every part 
of the country testify to its abundance and 
excellent quality, it is even said in many 
sections to be almost an impossibility to 
provide the casks and barrels necessary for 
its transportation. With a ready market 
for this enormous crop ami the crop of 
cereals considerably above the average 
Italy ought during the coining year to en- 
ter upon a new period of prosperity. 

The health of the Pope continues excel- 
lent. He feds keenly the situation in which 
he is placed by the unfortunate incident%of 
the Pantheon, but there is no tiuth what- 
ever, it is - aid. in his rumored intention of 
quitting Rome. Much disappointment is 
felt in Vatican financial circles at the ex- 
tremely meagro results of the offerings of 
Peter's pence from Fnglaud, the amount 
being only about C.")00,00(). 

The British authorities of Madras have 
instituted an investigation relative to u case 
of horrible barbarity and superstition re- 
ported from Madura. Rain has been very 
much needed in that vicinity, and the 
drought was attributed by the superstitious 
natives to the malignity of an evil-minded 
female deity. To propitiate this deity they 
resolved on reviving an old practice of tor- 
ture, known as "hook-swinging." A victim 
was found who consented to undergo the or- 
<loal. The points of iron hooks were pushed 
into his back, a rope was fastened to the 
hooks and the poor wretch hoisted into the 
air. His shrieks of agony were regarded as 
evidence that the goddess wus being made 
to hear, and would answer with the long 
looked-for rain. After the man had hung 
for an hour he was taken down, apparently 
not fatally injured, although with two deep 
wounds in his back. Whether rain followed 
is not stated. 

The British Conservative press announced 
that the labor candidates in the municipal 
elections were everywhere defeated. An 
analysis of the returns, on the contrary, 
shows that the labor men carried thirty 
.seats in England, the general result being 
in favor of the Radicals. The election was 
fought on pai ty lines. 

The Times, Standard and Unionist pa- 
pers generally, consider the selection of Sir. 
•Jackson for the Irish cqief secretaryship 
the best that could have been made. 

A scrioufi flood is reported from Valen- 
cia, Spain. Advices from Cartagena say a 
terrific hurricane is sweeping that place. 
The Sgura has overflowed ami inundated 
the town. The streets are impassable and 
the new bridtn is destroyed. A largenum- 
ber of cuttle in the surrounding districts 
was drowned. 

T. M. Healy has to face Henry Harrison, 
M.l'. for Tipper -in y. who warned him that 
if he repealed tie- insulting allusions to 
Mrs. Parnell he would take the law into 
his own hu nils. Heuly, in repeating the 
references, said that he would not mince 
words because she hail found protection in 
Harrison. Harrison, a man ot athletic 
built, will hide his time to gel at Healy, 
who iH now constantly protected by police. 

A telegram from 1 he Japanese govern- 
ment gives an account of the oarthiiuko in 
Japan, on the 28th of October. The 
damage was confined almost entirely to the 
prefectures of Alchi and (lifu. Nagoya, 
tho chief city in the Alchi prefecture, has a 
population of ISO, 000. There are very 
large cities also in the Qifu prefecture. No 
mention is made of any damage in any 
other parts of lapan. According to this 
information li.oOO persons were killed, 
;( 000 injured, 7-">,lil)0 houses totally destroy- 
ed and 12,0111) badly damaged. 

PlTTSlWRii, Jsov. (i. — The great iron linn 
of Jones & Loughlin, to-day, reduced the 
wages of tho 500 laborers employed by it 
from $1.50 per day to $ 1.35? There was 
much grumbling among the men, but they 
.say they are powerless to resist, having no 
organization and being unskilled hands. 

TkKKB Haiti:, 1ml., Nov. (i. -Charles 
Trout, confedcru to of Bob Musgrave, under 
arrest at St. I'aul, Was lodged in jail this 
morning. Both were recently indicted for 
oonwiraoy to defraud the insurance compan- 
ies in which Musgrave had SHIS, 000 in poli- 
cies. NluBgHlVO was then a fugitivo from 
justice here because of forged deeds and 
mortgages, lb- took a skeleton to a log 
Cabin near the city and set lire to the cabin. 
Tho purpose was to make it appear that 
Musgrave ha 1 beon burned to death. Trout 
look his oho., n friend to tin- cabin to see 



Musgrave before the lire for the purpose of 
having witnesses to prove that Musgrave 
had been there. 

San Francisco, Nov. 6.— The arrivals, 
to-day, rim the list of whalers in port up to 
17, among which are the following: North- 
ern Light, Mars, Herrimun, Capo Horn, 
Pigeon, C. W. Morgan, P. J. West, VV.

PlTTSUURii, Pa., Nov. 5.— Another break 
between the railroad coalers and miners has 
occurred ami about one thousand of the 
miners have refused to return to work be- 
cause of the operators refusing to recognize 
the Miners' Union. The operators at .sev- 
eral of the mines say that while they are 
willing to treat with tho miners individually 
they will not recognize their organiz aion. 
The miners say that their organization will 
be recognized or another general strike will 
be ordered. At a meeting of the river oper- 
ators to-duy the subject of a reduction ol 
the wages of their employees to the 3 cent 
per bushel rate was not discussed. Promi- 
nent river operators deny that such a move 
is contemplated. The amount of coal load- 
ed and in river harbors is not nearly suffi- 
cient to supply the demand during the win- 
ter, and many trillions of bushels must be 
dug before existing contracts are satislied. 

ANOTHER GLACIAL EPOCH? 

To TltK ElHTOK : -1 noticed in a recent 
Coi.oNIKT, a passage quoted from the New 
'toil; Herald, ami headed "Another 
Clacial Epoch," which contains so many 
mistatemeuts of a scientific matter, of uni- 
versal interest, that 1 hope you will allow 
me to make somo strictures upon it. Let 
me, before touching on what the writer has 
foisted mi Dr. troll, incidentally observe 
that it does not require the authority of 
Professor Bouncy, or any other geologist, 
to prove! that a "permanent" (.fir)— it is 
presumed that the writer means a contin- 
uous— fall of temperature would result 
eventually ill placing the British Isles and 
the Northern American continent as far 
south as Philadelphia, under an ice cap, 
such as has already extended so far, and 
must, in the order of things, again do so. 
1 wish, however, to at once come lo what 
this airy scribbler is pleased to term 
Dr. (.'roll's " fascinating hypothesis," 
which geologists, who had in " vain 
spun numerous theories and had long 
been groping hopelessly in the dark for 
some explanation of the ice age, clutched 
at." This "fascinating hypothesis," which 
he next calls "a lame expedient," is not 
based upon an assumption, unless it be an 
assumption that the sun ruse yesterday. 
Nor is it a greater presumption that there 
will be another, or, indeed, any number of 
glacial epochs, than it is a presumption that 
spring will reiurn next year, ami for any 
number of years. It is not an assumption, 
but a mathematical fact, that, owing to the 
varying eccentricity of the earth's orbit, 
winter at some enormous intervals occurs in 
aphelion and vice versa. Indeed, the 
limits of eccentricity have been calculated 
for 3,000,000 years before, and 1,(11)11,(1011 
years lifter the year 1800, A. D., and din- 
grammatically traced. The last three 
p< riods of great eccentricity occurred ut 
200,000, 750,000 ami Sod. (II II I* years before 
that date; anil t he orbit of the earth is ut 
present very nearly circular, that is to say 
the lowest limit will be reached 
in about 2,000 years hence which 
has occurred for 1 ,300,000 years. 
It is unnecessary to say that these varia- 
tions could not po-sib'y take place without 
producing corresponding variations in the 
earth's climatic conditions, lint the very 
inference which the writer in the Xew 
York Herald imputes to Dr. Croll is pre- 
cisely that which Dr. Croll goes out of his 
way to deny, viz. : that the glacial epochs 
are directly due to eccentricity. The most 
superficial perusal of Dr. Croll's " Climate 
and Time" ought to have shown the writer 
that these epochs are manifestly due to the 
indirect conditions of extraordinary evapor- 
ation and consequent extraordinary con- 
densation produced by eccenlrieity extend- 
ing over thousands of years. So far from 
Dr. Croll having said that evaporation 
would be " very scanty," he, on the con- 
trary, pointed out that in consequence of 
summer occurring in perihelion the evapora- 
tion would be enormously great, and con- 
sequently the condensation in aphelion 
winter equally great, resulting in a stupen- 
dous accumulation of snow and ice, which 
thus indirectly formed that very ice cap 
which constituted the last glacial epoch. 
Of the gradual breaking up of that ice- 
cap all the scologi al surfaces of Northern 
Europe and America, present universal evi- 
dence to every passer by. It is almost waste 
of time to follow this absurd person of the 
New York Herald any further. Hut he 
again shows an inter misapprehension of 
Dr. Croll's remarks on the shifting of the 
equatorial current, ot which the Gulf stream 
is merely the northern return branch in the 
Atlantic. What Dr. ('roll said was thai, 
with the northern hemisphere covered with 
ice to within some to - of the equator, the 
northern trade winds would naturally blow 
over the equator, (as at the prcsenl day the 
southern tiades (ho, and with such force as 
to defied the equatorial current far enough 
south in the Atlantic to compel it to infringe 
mi South America, somewhat south of 
Cape s. Roqup, in which ease the North 
Atlantic would be deprived of a very enor- 
mous amount ol warmth. Solar then from 
ii being the fact that " we may conclude 
that there is nothing whatever in this 
theory ol the glacial epoch w hich alhirds 
the barest probability of any serious clima- 
tic changes in the northern continents, much 
less any change that could produce an ice 
sheet," the writer and reader may be assured 
"without any hesitation," that not, only 
must there be glacial epochs in their due 
course ad iiijixttnm (so long as the present 
cosmic relations exist), but that they 
will inevitably produce, u.s they have pro- 
duced, similar " serious climatic changes in 
northern climates," and also ice sheets, 
which w ill cover again the British Isles, 
and even -"horrexco rcfcrr.n*" — the of lice of 
the New York Herald.

The hearing of tlio ease of Harper vs. 
Cameron was continued, yesterday, and, al- 
though it has been before the Court tor 
over ft week, the interest taken in it was 
unabated. It was hoped that the proceed- 
ings would have been concluded yesterday: 
but, when an adjournment was called atone 
o'clock, il was announced that there were 
yet two important witnesses to be ex- 
amined, so that the jury were called upon 
to bo again in their places at ton o'clock, 
Monday morning. 

Messrs. Richards and Bodwell, instructed 
\>j Mr, L. (.'reuse, appeared for the plain- 
tiff ; and Messrs. C. Wilson and Barnard 
for the defendant. 

Dr. James B. Matthews was examined as 
to the mental condition of pluintifl*. He 
had attended the trial throughout, and 
bail heard the evidence of the medical and 
other witnesses. A diseaso of the bruin 
would produce menial disease, so called. He 
did not think, from the evidence, that plain- 
tiff was afllicteil with a disease that would 
incapacitate him I roll

hod known Harper slightly for many years, 
and would have no hesitation in entering 
into a contract with him. He did not 
think th.it a desire to marry a rich widow 
was evidence of insanity. The symptoms 
displayed by Harper after the accident 
were natural to a worried man with huge 
business transactions on hand. The symp- 
toms might be the result of fever— the 
outcome of business troubles. A* compared 
with other notions, he would think the writ- 
ing of a good business letter proof of n man's 
mental capacity. He would sooner relv 
upon writing than speech in making an ex- 
amination as to a man's sanity or insanity. 

A letter of Oct. 7, 1887, was handed to 
witness, in which Harper spoke of the pros- 
pects of his mining speculations. 

Witness examined the document and said 
he failed to see any signs of insanity about 
it — it was evident that the man wis doing 
bis best to make money. Several other 
business letters were produced for inspec- 
tion by witness. They were all well writ- 
ten and argumentative in their wuy. Wit- 
ness ex-pressed a decided opinion that the 
documents emutialcd from a sane man. The 
contents of the letters, whether true or un- 
true, required connected thought. Extra- 
vagant ideas us to the value of lauds or 
mines were no evidence of insanity. 

Witness was cross-examined at consider- 
able length by Mr. ISo.lw ell. He bad not 
attended Harper during his illness. 

Dr. Edward Hazel was examined. He 
deposed to having heard the evidence 
adduced in the case. From the testimony 
of the non-medical witnesses he could gather 
no symptoms of mental disease. Change of 
mode of life might he due to liberal indul- 
gence in intoxicants. Letters written by 
Harper were produced, which witness con- 
sidered to he evidence of good business abil- 
ity. They were evidently w ritten by a man 
who was bard up and trying to get 
time to meet his liabilities. From 
evidence given as to the effect of 
the accident he believed thut Harper was 
insane at the time, but the medical testi- 
mony did not show that he had not since 
recovered. He hud heard the testimony of 
the medical witnesses, and bad taken occa- 
sional notes. The medical men produced, 
he considered, were of very high profession- 
al standing, but none of them appeared to him 
to have established as a fact that. Harper was 
insane ever since the accident, or Unit he 
was incapable of transacting business. 
Harper was Buffering from a disease which, 
in its advanced stages, might affect the 
mind. 

J. D. Prentice, accountant Hank of Brit- 
ish North America, deposed that he came 
to Victoria in 1889, From the books of the 
hank it was evident thut Harper had done 
business there extensively- They were 
careful about the business they did and the 
class of people concerned. Harper did 
business there during witness' term of otliee. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell, witness 
said that the transactions were carried on 
personally by Harper. They would not 
pay money to a man of unsound mind. 
They were very careful in this particular. 

The court adjoin ned • ntil Monday morn- 
ing. 

A NEW DEMAND 

To nil. Editor : — I have read Mr. De- 
Cosmos' speech, as r eported by the Times 
to have been delivered before the aldermen.

ing for "more." like Oliver Twist. 

By the terms of u by-law passed by the 
ratepayers in 1889, the Victoria & Saunich 
railway company secured a bonus of in- 
terest on §500,000, at the rate of lour per 
centum, for a period of 25 years, ami ex- 
emption from water rates and municipal 
taxation for n period of 10 years. In read- 
ing the by-hiw of 1889, yesterday, 1 was 
struck by the absence of all evidence that 
the company, beyond securing the charter, 
had not taken the Best step to place them- 
selves on ii proper fo 't'tig in the Snaneial 
world. The Bame deficiency occurs in Mr. 
DeCosmos' remarks. Nowhere in the by- 
law or in Mr. DeCosmos' remarks is mention 
made of the amount of capital subscribed, 
or, indeed, that any capital at all has been 
paid in. except what was requited to make 
the preliminary surveys and prepare the 
maps. It would be inten sting to know 
from the shareholders, (I presume there are 
shareholders, as Mr. DeCosmos speaks of 
such), how much stock Iiub been taken, hotv 
much has been paid in, and in which char- 
tered bank the funds are on deposit, us re 
ipiired by the Dominion Act '.' 

I remember rending, in your valuable 
OtUwu correspondence, about the time tin; 
bill was passing, that a clause which pro-

PA RNELLIAX PROSPECTS. 

It is quite'evitlout that thcParnellite Party 
will soon cease to exist. The remnant of it 
fiat now disturbs Ireland has disgusted men 
of all parties. It was supposed to be strong 
in Cork, the constituency represented by 
the dead le^dor himself, but Friday's elec- 
tion showed that even there it could not 
hold itsown. The good sense: of the people 
tellsthetl) that it is folly to pkeo faith in a 
few excitable men, who have little ubility 
and no politick capital bul the memory oi 
fam ll's prestige. The Roinun Catholic 
oleu-gy are aim ist unanimously opp sed in 
the agitators who are trading i n the. nunc 
and the reputation of a dead mun, The do- 
feat of Redmond piusl eouvince them that 
there i< no hope For them as a party. In 
fact, their conduct has done what n.any re- 
gard us irreparable injury to the cttiso of 
Home Rule itself. The enemies of that 
cause, and some that were favorable to it, 
believe that the condition of Ireland 
'since Parncll'a death, ami for some 
little time previous to that event, 
in hut a specimen of what Ireland would be 
under Home Male. h would he split int.* a 
number of factions, each intolerant of all 
the others, and every one of them having 
recourse to physical violence to accomplish 
its ends. The faction tights between Pur- 
nellites and anti Paruellites, am! the fre- 
quent exhibitions of other forms of violei.ee 
-and disorder that have been lately wit- 
nessed in Ireland, have been spoken of in 
England and Scotland us a sort of object 
lesson, showing what would be the practical 
results of Home Rule. These lessons have, 
no doubt, had their effect. Tiny h ive 
stimulated the enemies of Irish self-govern- 
ment to fresh exertions, and l hey have 
cooled the zeal and weakened the faith of 
many who had been converted, or thought 
they bad been eon verted, to the cause of 
Home Rule. 

It. will he, perhaps, impossible, for the 
Home Rulers to reeover the ground they 
have lost outside of Ireland. Even the 
American Home Killers seem to have lost 
heart and hope. The next delegation which 
crosses the Atlantic to obtain the pecuniary 
aid that the Home Rulers so much need will, 
we are strongly inclined to believe, he cold- 
ly received, and will 6nd it very difficult 
indeed to obtain the money they require. 
People have little faith in the new leaders, 
and the prospect of ultimate success has, 
since Paniell's death, grown very dim in- 
deed. Agitators themselves have lost much 
of their old enthusiasm. They have had 
so much to say against each other that 
they have not hail breath to say anything 
for Ireland. If, as we believe, Home Rule 
has lost many friends in (Ireat Britain, and 
if the zeal of the Iiish in Ameria has grown 
cold, it will he impossible for even Mr. 
Gladstone to continue the Homo Rule tight 
with any chance of success, and if he can- 
not recover the ground that has been lost no 
man alive need attempt the tusk. 



A OVOD EXAMPLE. 

The Earl of Aberdeen has set a good ex- 
ample to capitalists and land owners in Brit- 
ish Columbia. He has purchased a large 
tract of land in the Okanagun valley for the 
express purpose of promoting the settlement 
of the district. He proposes to divide the 
land into farms of moderate size to be sold 
to actual cultivators. His lordship, no 
doubt, will be aide to find in Scotland per- 
sons desiring to emigrate who will make 
excellent settlers. In this way lie will be 
able, without injury to himself, to confer a 
great und lasting benefit on the whole prov- 
ince. 

II is plan is in striking contrast with the 
course pursued by many speculators who 
have purchased tracts of agricultural land 
at no great distance from this city and in 
other localities, who do not cultivate it and 
who will noil her sell it nor lease it. They 
arc simply holding the laud until it is made 
more valuable by the labor and the enter- 
prhe of other men. Tins dog-in-the- 
manger policy retards the development 
of the province, and it, besides, gives 
the teachers of socialistic doctrines a text 
on which to hang discourses antagonistic to 
the interests of capitalists and property 
owners generally. These doctrines do nut 
appear to have done much hurin in this 
community as yet, but their propagators are 
at work, and indications ol the success of 
t.huir teachings are. seen by those who are 
clear-sighted enough to perceive them. 

if the owners of land, available for agri- 
cultural purposes, which is Well situated, 
wore to sell it, or lease it, to those who 
would use it for the purpose for which it 
was designed by nature, they would both 
promote the welfare of the country and 
advance their own interests and those of 
their children after them. The man who 
hid bis talent in a napkin found out, when 
it was too late, that he hail been stupid as 
well as short-sighted. 

It was a mistake to allow men to purchase 
wilderness land who did not Intend to im- 
prove it. The evils of such a policy are be- 
coming more nnd more apparent every day. 



The Government did right to discourage 
speculation in wilderness lands before it 
was too late. Selling men land to specu- 
late upon was simply giving them the 
power to trade upon the necessities of 
those who must, in order to get bread to 
eat. improve and cultivate the soil. It is 
also one of the most effective modes that 
can be devised of obstructing the progress 
of a new country. Wo trust that the Gov- 
ernment of the province will continue to 
exercise the utnvst vigilance in disposing 
of wilderness laud, so that it may be kept 
out of the clutches of the speculator and 
the land-grabber. This province wants ac- 
tual settlers— men who will themselves re- 
deem the land from the wilderness and 
make it product ive. 

UGANDA. 

A telegram, in Friday's issue, in forms our 
readers that the East African Company has 
decided not to abandon Uganda. Many 
will naturally ask, where is Uganda, what 
business has the Mast African Company there, 
and w hat concern is it of ours whether that 
Commercial Company remains in the coun- 
try or leaves the natives of it in quiet and 
peaceable possession of their own territoty ? 

The question of the abandonment or the 
occupation of Uganda is one ol so much im- 
portance in the estimation of the British 
public that the London Times has made it 



for our wares and employment for our 
workmen depend upon holding our ground 
in Uganda./' 

It is not surprising that, aftor such an 
appeal from so influential und so reliable a 
quarter, the British public took up the mat- 
teWand determined that if the continued 
occupation of Uganda and tho safety of the 
Christian converts depended upon extend- 
ing pecuniary aid to the company, the coun- 
try and the converts should not be abandon- 
ed. A meeting was held in Exeter Hall. A 
large sun' of money was subscribed, and the 
Kast Africa Company resolved to continue 
to occupy Uganda. We may say here that 
Lord Salibbury proposed to aid the company 
to build the railroad if the Opposition 
would agree to place the proposal on the 
list of non-contentious subjects. Hut as Sir 
William Harcourt would not consent to such 
an agreement the matter was dropped. It 
is likely that the railway will be built be- 
fore very long. As the Times says, it will 
nut hike a very great sum of money to build 
a road over live hundred miles ol country 
where the right of way costs nothing.

A writer in the Times, speaking 
of the serious situation in British East 
Africa, says :

lishment of the Maho nedans and possibil- 
ity of Mahdist power; the resurrection of 
the slave trade in its worst form, the ruin 
of the prospects of the Imperial East 
Africa Company in East Africa, and the en- 
tire Collapse of the policy which, whether 
as regards the slave trade or the deve'op- 
men! nf tiie African continent, the ( ioveru- 
ment havo so courageously and hitherto so 
successfully followed. Indeed, our with- 
drawal from Uganda might Well assume the 
proportions of a national disaster." 

We learn from this correspondent's letter 
that the East African Company had come 
to the end of its resources, and that it could 
not continue to do the very important work 
it had undertaken and performed so success 
fully unless it received help from either the 
British Government or the British people. 
The help it w ants is aid to build a railroad 
from the coast line to Uganda, a distance of 
some live hundred miles. 

Uganda is a kingdom situated on the 
north and west shores of lake Victoria Nyan- 
za. It is about ,')()() miles long by (il) broad, 
and its population is estimated ut 2,773,000. 
It can easily be understood that it must he 
very difficult for a handful of white men to 
retain the ascendency in a country so far 
inland, and consequently so difficult of ap- 
proach. The representative of the Com- 
pany ill the country is Captain Lugard. 
He, it appears, has by his pluck, his energy, 
and his determination done wonders there, 
and the natives look to him for protection 
from their ruthless enemies. Respecting 
the necessity of supporting and aiding the 
Company, and respecting the abandonment 
of the country, the Times in its leading 
article says : 

"Such a withdrawal would be nothing 
short of a national calamity. It would 
mean not merely the loss of a great amount 
of capital already expended, but the de- 
struction of our influence and prestige 
throughout Central Africa, the practical 
defeat of our anti-slavery policy, the perse- 
cution of the numerous missionaries labour- 
ing in Uganda, and the reconquest by Ma- 
homedan fanatics ot the only African state 
that has shown a disposition to accept 
Christianity. Whether we desire it or not, 
the British Kast Africa Company, working 
under a Royal charter, must be identified 
for all practical purposes with national pol- 
icy. Its agents are in the eyes of all natives 
the agents of England, and their failure or

We mention this case be- 
cause it is a sample of what frequently oc- 
curs in numerous other places besides Vic- 
toria, and because it illustrates the vulue of 
a good salvage corps in towns of any con- 
siderable size. Covers promptly spread 
would in this ease have saved somebody the 
greater pari of that 80,000. Firemen, 
especially those not thoroughly trained by 
constant, judiciously directed Bervioe, are 
upt to pour upon or into a building on fire 
all the water they can bring to bear, re- 
gardless of t ho size or locution of the blaze, 
ami excess of water is frequently a good 
deal more destructive than the lire itself. 



A salvage corps should, in some form, lie an 
adjunct of every lire brigade. Its service 
may save more in a single fire than its cost 
for a whole year. — Montreal Insurance 
Chronicle.

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THE PROVINCIAL MUSEUM 

The Habitation of Animals, Birds aud 
Fi8hP8. Visited and 
Described. 



Now a Graceful Evolution From a 
Shapeless Mass is Brought 
About- 



Yesterday afternoon, a Colonist reporter 
visited the Provincial Museum, and found 
in that institution, young as it .it present is, 
n very great ileal to interest and instruct 
him. 

In the early part of the year IHSC, Mr. 
John Fannin, the present curator of the 
museum, started a small exhibit in the 
room at present occupied by the Superin- 
tendent of Education. He had, at that 
time, a fairly large collection of native 
birds and some small animals, and the few 
people that visited the place and saw the 
collection, forgetting that it was the pro- 
perty of a private individual, w ere not very 
favorably impressed with it. But gradually 
sportsmen and residents generally began to 
take an interest in it, ami a few years after- 
wards, in 1880, it was found necessary to 
place the exhibits that had been brought 
together, in a separate building. It 
was then that the present commodious 
and handsome edifice was pressed into ser- 
vice, and, since that time, the museum has 
been growing fast. Some months ago it 
was found necessary to add three new 
rooms, and, to-day, those are all full. So 
the prosperity of the museum is assure. 1, 
and, from a little private collection, it has 
become one of the show places of the city, 
and one to which no tourist who is " taking 
in " Victoria ever fails to go. 

Before entering into a description of the 
contents of the museum, it will be well to 
tabulate the different sections of the build- 
ing. They are : 

Room No. I— Auimals and birds. 

Room No. "J — Minerals and fossils. 

Room No. '.I — Indian curios. 

Room No- t — Marine curios. 

Room No. "i— Snakes ami scorpions. 

Room No. li— Smiling and mounting. 

Room No. 7 — Washing ami preparing. 

What a history in itself a signa- 
ture register is, whether it be in a 
hotel, a public building or a church. The 
register at the museum is no exception and 
much can be learned from a perusal ol its 

closely filled p a S e8, nuniuer niin,ea 
occurring twice, or viiffe and even four 
times, is sufficient proof that many °I the 
curiosities in the building tiro Wei! Worth 
more than one inspection. It is pleasant 
too to find that a very large number of the 
signatures in the books kept here, running 
along like u chain, are those of marines ami 
Stilorsof 11. M. navy, and the reporter 
learned from the curator that sailors are 
continually visiting the place, and seem to 
take great interest in what they see there. 
In the register appear the names of hun- 
dreds ot people from all parts of the world. 
It is, however, impossible to judge Low 
many visit the museum, because not one- 
half of them record their names. 

In room number o e, the largest that the 
building contains, a lover of natural histoiy 
finds a great ilea! to interest him. Formerly 
this room was tilled with different collec- 
tions, but now it is devoted wholly to ani- 
mals and birds. The hitter, of which there 
lire over 400 varieties, occupy two large 
show cases, fifteen feet long, and 
these are filled with birds in every 
conceivable position. Eagles ready to 
strike, with their powerful talons uplifted 
and their cruel beaks raised in expectation, 
look as natural as if they were still living, 
monarchs of their mountain crags. There 
are two birds wonderfully built, looking as 
if they could cany an ordinary traveller's 
portmanteau underneath their bills, and 
others with bodies so fat that the legs sup- 
porting them are hardly discernable. 

The gem of the bird collection is a 
beautiful flamingo, presented hist week, by- 
Mr. Chas. II. Town-end. the naturalist of 
the U.S.S. Albatross. This creature, which 
is colored a glorious fhttde of pinK, was cap- 
tured in Galapagos Islands. As it stands, 
on its long stilt-like legs, with one eye 
solemnly gazing down and the other shut, 
it reminds one of the old verse : 
" Have you ever beard of that curious bird. 
That nat'rallsts call the flamingo! 

As it stands like a tree, one foot on its knee. 
Why, there-it's asleep by jingo." 

The following animals stand about the 
room, on supports made of British Columbia 
woods: Four cariboo, one elk, two mule 
deer, two black tail deer, two white ta 1 
dear, two mountain sheep, three mountain 
goats, one musk ox, one grizzly bear, one 
black bear. The grizzly that stands at the 
fr jut door, in an attitude that makes timid 
ladies tremble, is a magnificent specimen. 
It was killed by an Indian, near Re v. lstoke, 
and purchased by the museum for Sl'o, 
which Mr. Fannin considers a very good 
bargain. The musk ox, splendidly mounted, 
as indeed are all the animal specimens, was 
presented by Mr. Pike, the explorer, who 
shot it between Fort Restlution and the 
sea, after a long chase and a perilous ex- 
perience. An enormous mu>k ox head, 
too, was presented by the emne gentleman. 
It is the ii neat specimen of its class on the 
oast. 

The cariboo and stag heads that adorn 
the walls of this room are of all sizes, anil 
the antlers that spread out from them like 
tree branches are in every case very large 
and shapely, The snvdl birds, which are 
alt natives of British Columbia, are mounted 
in a case by themselves, ami the manner in 
whuh they are disp'ayed, showing as they 
do every position and attitude in the most 
natural manner, is very creditable. 

Over the entrance hangs one exhibit, the 
only one in the room that bus not at one 
time breathed the breath of life. Notwith- 
standing this, it takes its stand before 
everything around it, as the one to which 
by far the most interest clings, and many 
are the eyes that have gazeil up at it since 
was put into its place last year. It is the 
figurehead of the old Beaver, the lirst 
steamer that ever entered the Pacific Ocean. 
The arms of the Hudson Bay company, to 
which body the vessel belonged, are en 
twined, in this solid oak carving, w ith t lie 
words, " Pro pelle cutem," and we wonder 
as we look on this obi sign that rounded the 
Horn in 1834, what became of the captain 
and crew of the vessel. Whether they grew 
wealthy, after hazardous voyages, mid went 
home to their native villages and died, or if 
they were scattered in foreign lands and 
and met their death from savage violence, 
or shipwreck or disease. If we could again 
mm the old ship with her crew 
as they were when she first entered 
the Pacific Ocean and have her steam past 
San Francisco into Puget Sound, along our 
British Columbia coast and drop anchor in 
Victoria harbor once more, exactly ns she 
did nearly forty years ago, what would be 
tho emotions of those hardy sailors as they 
gazed on the mimic change that has sprung 
up along the region they traversed ! Where 
before they encountered hostile Indians, im- 
menses forests, and dreary stretches of mon- 



otonous stillness, they would to day feast 
their astonished eyes on magnificent cities 
and all the evidences of a high civilization, 
at every mile. Aud tho solid old figure- 
head (it was the fashion to make things 
Bolid in those days), looks down from its 
place, weatherbeiiten and stained, but with 
the gold paint clinging tenaciously to it 
still, and says this and much more to all 
who look at it. 

Dozens of cabinet drawers in Room No. 1 
contain hundreds of birds eggs and bird- 
skins, and these form no small attraction to 
the boys of the city, who not uofrequently 
contribute duplicates to swell the present 
collection. 

koom no. '2. 

Here are grouped all the mineral speci 
mens of the museum, and a handsome col- 
lection they make, speaking more plainly 
than any words of the boundless resources 
that the Province possesses. Silver, 
gold, lead, mica, copper, shite, iron, 
silicon, tin and marble, are a few of 
the minerals represented, and many of these 
ores are wonderfully rich, and contain a 
very large percentage of metal. Silver ores 
especially are numerous, there being some 
hundreds of specimens. All are ticketed 
with great care, and the oases in which 
they are placed ami classitied are made by 
local men and very look handsome. Round 
thesides of this room, on the mineral shelves, 
is a collection of plaster casts of heads of 
famous men in every grade id life. These 
were presented to the museum by Mr. W. 
.1. Sutton, and form a very valuable aud 
interesting portion of its contents. The 
easts are taken from the heads of Napoleon 
1., ,1. (,». Adams, Haydn, several negro mur- 
derers, and men who have distinguished 
themselves in the arts and sciences, —a truly 
miscellaneous collection. One is the bend 
of Mr. "dames Gregg," who must have 
been, according to the printed slip of ex- 
planation appended, a most peculiar indi- 
vidual, and one not often encountered in our 
day. He was left all enormous fortune by a 
relative, and a few years afterwards it had 
all disappeared, because of a little idea of 
the gentleman's that it was left him to be 
given away He never refused an applica- 
tion for money, however large the amount, 
or whoever it came from. Some time after, 
he was left another fortune, and appointed 
an agent to look after it to prevent himself 
doing "the same thing over again. '' He 
must have been a wonderful man. 

Bricks from the great wall id' China are 
precious relics that find a place here, and 
petrified woods of all kinds are show n in 
large quantities. 

KOOM No. 3, 

Leading from No. 'J, is devoted s ilely to 
Indian curios, ami to a great many tourists 
is the most interesting part of the whole 
museum. A most remarkable exhibit is a 
loom and blankot, made from the fleece of 
Iks mountain coat, hy Sk^wmmish Indians. 
There are Kyuah paintings, West Coast axe 
head.- of stone and shell, fashioned stone 
pipes, shite images, a Tsimpshean hair comb, 
one of the most peculiar euiios of all, stone 
hammers, remarkably good models of tobog- 
gans and huts, baskets, bottles, money 
shells, spears, and snowshoes. A beautilul 
model of two Indian hunters after otter, in 
a canoe, occupies a foremost place, 
and attracts a viaitor's attention at 
once by reason of the' life like pose of the 
figures. The spears look very formidable, 
with their needle-like points and barbed 
heads made of glass and bone. On the wall 
is the head dress of a Crowfoot chief, a 
valuable specimen, and one particularly hard 
to obtain now a days in its entirety. 

THE FOURTH ROOM. 

Now one is among the marine curiosities, 
and there is plenty to marvel at it in this 
evidence before the eyes, of the wonderful 
things that old ocean produces and keeps 
alive. Emormous crabs, weighing twelve 
and fourteen pounds, caught in the Straits, 
are exhibited, side by side, with many 
verities of sen anemone. Seaweed of every 
description forms a particularly beautiful 
group, color and variety being well blended 
to make up the general effect. On the floor, 
underneath the show eases, are spread sev- 
eral large turtles that, though having long 
ago left the land of the living, still look as 
if an epicurean meal might be made from 
tender cutlets underneath their horny 
backs. A young sea otter, just born, about 
as large as a baby's shoe, stands preserved 
in spirits, and it is a practical lesson in 
natural history to wonder how the tkin of 
an insignificant looking nondescript of 
that character could ever grow to be worth 
three or tour hundred dollars. 

Preserved in bottles also are interesting 
exhibits, consisting of salmon eggs, showing 
the young just about to hatch. A specimen 
that conjures up a good deal of thought is 
the tooth of a mammoth, weighing fourteen 
pounds. It is just as well that, as the 
placard takes the trouble to explain, such 
animals are "now extinct." Just imagine 
one of these stupendous monsters, impervi- 
ous to rille shot, or almost any filing else, 
tramping majestically, for a change, through 
Government street, now and then amusing 
himself by demolishing a three story block 
wuh his tail, or scrunching up two or three 
huckser's shops to appease his imperial 
appetite. 

Before leaving this room, there is one ex- 
hibit that, for beauty, stands without a 
peer in the museum. It is a collection of 
butterflies, made at Knderby by Mr. De 
BloisOreen. There are no less than 1,500 
varieties in this collection, and evi ry single 
one is pet feet and carefully prepared, as 
well as being beautiful in tint and shape. 
There is, in this collection, every color of 
the rainbow, from jet black to pure white, 
and from deep blue to a similar shade of 
red. All the butterflies have been caught 
ami classitied during the present season. 
ROOM No. 5, 

Here are nil the specimens of provincial 
snakes, not, of course, including the human 
snakes, but every other species. The 
rattlesnake, the only poisonous reptile in 
British Columbia, occupies the place of 
honor, and grouped around it are many 
small ones, prettily stripped and marked, 
coiled artistically round in their glass pre- 
serving jars.

The pro- 
cess of preparing birds is a very delicate 
one, and bos to be carried out with very 
much care, as, even after they are finished 
there is great danger of the whole 
thing collapsing if not thoroughly 
"set" and dried. Plaster of Paris 
and Potter's Clay form tho principal por- 
tions of the make-up of deer beads, and 
these plastic materials are fashioned with 
great care into tho shape required. The 
only redeeming feature about the bird- 
stuffing is that, as explained by the cura- 
tor, " feathers cover a multitude of bins. " 
room no. 7. 
Into this room are brought the raw hides 
and tho dead animals which are being con- 
tinually received and prepared. Owing to 
excellent arrangements, and n careful 



system of disinfecting, no obnoxious smells 
prevail, but on tho contrary everything is 
as clear and healthy as can be desired. An 
enormous washing tub stands in the centre 
of the room, and Mr. Fannin has a good 
hard winter's work before him with the 
piles of skins strewn around. Ho says that 
when he bus mounted all the skins he has 
now on band the building, even with its 
late additions, will bo too small for all the 
exhibits. 

The Natural History Society work in 
conjunction with the museum, and are 
valuable contributors to its contents.

The president's donation 
of $1,1 C.'i, commission frointhesaleof the Cor- 
poration gravel pits property, was received 
with thanks; as was also a "check for S-.'OO, 
accompanying a letter from the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and works, Hon. F. (I. 
Vernon. The check represented the net 
results of the donor's recent libel suit 
against the Times. 

Messrs, Heisterman & Co., general agents 
for the Mutual Life Insurance Co., address- 
ed a letter to the Hoard, in which it was 
stated that following the worthy example 
set by Mr. Joshua Davies, the firm was 
ready to present to the hospital 5 per cent, 
upon till premiums paid on Victoria busi-

Much of the fault found with alder- 
man ic business is, in a great moiisuro, due to 
the poor advice given them ; but if the pub 
lie works department Whs reorganized and 
a thoroughly qualified and experienced man 
placed at its head, this would be avoided. 

The commission is composed ot two judges 
of the Supreme Court, and if their inquiry 
into civic matters establishes an Alderman s 
position and responsibility more clearly than 
now, a great deal will lmvo been gained.
